ever remain idle 
No amount of genius, in 


fluence, or even money, can Bnd work There 
are too few situations to go round, and In the 
fierce scramble for employment thousands 
get trampled into tbe mire of poverty, star- 
vation and crime 


The unemployed amuses himself by on 


swering the advertisements In the dally pa 
pers for "help wanted," In the vain hops of 
securing a position 
The so called positions 


advertised as vacant are either too desperate 
or too unreal to get filled privately 


A situation is offered "to an energetic man 


with some knowledge of business," the salary 
being fl1! a week 
Tins invariably turns out 


to be a request for the services of an ordinal y 
book canvasser, w ho is required "to take" so 
many orders a week before the salary is 
forthcoming 
* 


There is no business in life so ensy to suc- 


ceed in as book canvassing, according to the 
man who cools his heels on the offlce desk 
The victim who through force of adverse cir 
cumstances or criminal want of judgment 
ventures to canvass books finds out very 
soon that the difference between glitter imJ 
gold, is a very tangible thing 


The circular beginning "Coesar was a book 


canvasser, Napoleon was a book canvassei, 
and Grant peddled books when he wasn't 
fighting, etc ," has sent many a bright youth 
to an untimely grave 


Theie aie in New Yoik an increasing num 


her of so called "employment agencies" that 
dally spread a tempting array of vacant sttun 
tions going a begging for men to fill them 
How the month of the unsophisticated youth 
seeking a position, must water at such a lisi 
to choose from 
He can be an "office man 


nger," or one of the "thiitytwo cashiers 
seventy six correspondents or fifty six book 
keepers" wanted, not to mention the "floor 
walkers, clerks, typewriters, stenogrnphei s, 
draughtsmen," etc 
But when he comes to
